1.  RETROSPECTION. 

This  may  be  the  last  report  to  be  presented  to  our  Subscribers  under  our 
present  constitution  as  a  Voluntary  Hospital.  It  is  consequently  forgivable 
if  your  Board  of  Management  indulge  in  some  retrospection.  The  history  of  this 
Hospital  is  such  as  to  occasion  feelings  of  pride  not  only  for  the  services  rendered 
by  generations  of  men  of  goodwill  but  for  the  progressive  nature  of  the  services 
rendered  to  the  sick  of  the  neighbourhood. 

The  present  Hospital  stands  on  the  site  of  St.  Peter’s  Hospital  built  in  1168. 
The  existing  building  was  erected  here  in  1909  and  incorporates  the  Aldem 
Hospital  founded  in  1604  and  the  Windsor  Dispensary  and  Infirmary  founded 
in  1817.  In  1948,  when  we  are  absorbed  into  the  National  Health  Service 
we  can  lay  claim  to  the  780th  anniversary  of  the  Hospital  service  for  the  area. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  present  service  to  that  reported  in  1858. 
In  that  year  the  Committee  were  able  to  claim  that  the  Visiting  Staff  comprised 
three  Medical  men  and  that  the  Resident  Medical  Staff  consisted  of  oue  House 
Surgeon.  This  year  we  record  that  our  Visiting  Medical  Staff  consists  of 
51  Specialists  covering  almost  every  branch  of  medicine,  5  non-resident  Regis¬ 
trars  and  7  House  Officers.  From  a  small  hospital  treating  medical  and  surgical 
cases  for  a  restricted  area  we  have  to-day  become  a  medical  centre  for  South 
Buckinghamshire  and  East  Berkshire  and  the  focal  point  of  the  major  curative 
health  services  of  a  large  part  of  these  two  counties.  We  are  looked  to  by 
surrounding  hospitals  to  provide  them  with  medical  and  surgical  personnel  of 
high  standing  and  as  a  centre  for  the  preliminary  training  of  nurses.  In  addition 
we  perform  a  large  amount  of  health  work  for  public  authorities  for  which  they 
are  responsible  by  statute.  In  fact,  we  are  the  key  Hospital  for  250,000  people 
and  even  before  any  state  planning  of  Hospital  services  had  been  considered 
plans  for  a  hospital  of  some  1,000  beds  had  been  approved. 

We  go  out  as  a  Voluntary  Hospital  and  into  the  State  Service  proud  of  our 
accomplishments  and  determined  to  carry  with  us  the  same  progressive  spirit 
which  is  the  source  of  our  pride.  We  pledge  ourselves  to  preserve  as  far  as  lies 
in  our  power  that  human  touch  which  has  always  been  the  outstanding  character¬ 
istic  of  this  Hospital’s  relationship  between  patient,  staff  and  Management. 

We  place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Committee  Members 
who  were  actuated  by  a  sincere  desire  to  provide  the  best  that  could  be  provided 
for  the  multitude  of  patients  who  have  had  reason  to  be  grateful  that  the  Hospital 
existed.  What  these  have  done  in  the  past  should  provide  an  example  to  the 
future  :  for  it  must  never  be  thought  that  because  the  State  is  now  to  be  the 
responsible  body  for  the  continuation  of  our  Hospital  Service  the  need  for 
personal  service  has  gone.  The  State  can  only  do  what  we  do  for  it  and  the 
success  of  the  new  Health  Service  will  depend  upon  how  much  we  are  prepared 
to  place  experience  and  professional  skill  at  the  disposal  of  that  Service. 
Parliament  finds  the  funds,  but  men  and  women  of  all  walks  of  life  will  have 
to  play  their  part  in  using  those  funds  in  the  best  interests  of  the  sick.

The  costs  of  in-patients  and  out-patients  are  again  higher  than  ever  before. 
The  rise  is  indicative  of  the  trend  of  price  increases  in  consumable  goods,  in 
contract  prices  for  work  done  and  higher  standards  of  salaries  and  wages  in 
all  sections  of  the  hospital.  These  taken  with  the  cost  of  more  specialised  work, 
involving  the  provision  of  new  appliances,  have  made  these  increases  in  average 
costs  inevitable. 


4.  THE  MEDICAL  WORK  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

In  this  connection  a  departure  of  major  importance  from  standard  practice 
has  to  be  reported.  In  the  past  hospitals  have  acted  independently  when 
appointing  new  or  additional  members  to  their  Honorary  Medical  Staffs.  This 
has  resulted  in  overlapping  and  duplication.  In  an  attempt  to  avoid  this  a  bold 
experiment  has  been  tried  in  South  Bucks  and  East  Berks  during  the  past  year, 
in  which  this  Hospital  has  played  a  major  part.  A  Joint  Hospitals  Advisory 
Board  was  formed  representing  the  following  Hospitals  : 

King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor  ; 

Maidenhead  Hospital ; 

Iver,  Denham  and  Langley  Cottage  Hospital  ; 

The  Canadian  Red  Cross  Memorial  Hospital,  Taplow. 

The  Joint  Hospitals  Advisory  Board  in  turn  set  up  a  Joint  Selection  Com¬ 
mittee  to  consider  and  advise  on  joint  appointments  to  the  staffs  of  the  associated 
Hospitals.  That  an  experiment  of  so  delicate  a  nature  has  been  attended  with 
marked  success  is  due  in  great  measure  to  the  tactful  chairmanship  of  Mr.  J. 
Gaymer  Jones,  our  Senior  Honorary  Surgeon,  and  the  industry  of  Mr.  Weston, 
our  Secretary,  upon  whom  as  secretary  to  the  Joint  Selection  Committee  a  great 
deal  of  extra  work  has  fallen.  The  following  appointments  have  been  recom¬ 
mended  to  this  Hospital  and  these  appointments  have  been  confirmed  by  the 
Medical  Staff  and  Board  of  the  Hospital :

In  connection  with  the  medical  work  of  the  area  the  Canadian  "Red  Cross 
Memorial  Hospital  at  Taplow  has  agreed  to  loan  some  of  its  beds  to  local  hospitals 
for  general  purposes  in  an  endeavour  to  reduce  waiting  lists.  This  is  only  a 
temporary  arrangement.  Long  term  plans  for  the  staffing  of  a  general  hospital 
section  of  that  hospital  are  being  considered.  It  will  be  recollected  that  although 
the  hospital  is  primarily  to  be  used  as  a  centre  for  the  treatment  of  cardiac 
diseases  of  rheumatism  in  children  it  is  intended  that  for  some  years,  until  a 
new  and  larger  Hospital  is  available,  a  large  section  of  the  Canadian  Hospital 
is  to  be  used  for  local  cases  of  a  general  medical  and  surgical  nature. 

The  Board  of  Management  desire  to  place  on  record  their  most  grateful 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  senior  Honorary  Physician,  Dr.  E.  C  Malden, 
whose  devoted  work  for  the  Hospital  closed  with  his  retirement  in  March,  1947. 
His  association  with  the  Hospital  in  various  capacities  has  extended  over  some 
27  years  ;  and  indeed  the  link  is  not  to  be  completely  severed  even  now,  since 
Dr.  Malden,  who  continues  in  practice,  has  been  appointed  a  Consulting  Physician 
to  the  Hospital. 

We  have  continued  to  act  as  a  centre  for  the  post-graduate  training  of 
demobilised  officers  at  the  request  of  London  University.  The  number  of  posts 
created  for  this  purpose  has  been  increased  and  the  following  officers  are  now 
employed  on  the  staff  under  this  scheme:

1.  THE  NURSING  WORK  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 


The  main  feature  has  been  the  inception  at  long  last  of  a  Group  Preliminary 
Training  School  for  Nurses.  Retarded  by  a  vain  search  for  suitable  premises, 
the  problem  was  at  last  solved  by  the  Hospital  renting  Catsle  Hill  House, 
Windsor,  for  the  accommodation  of  our  Night  Nursing  Staff  and  by  placing 
the  upper  portion  of  Ewhurst  House  at  the  disposal  of  the  Group  Preliminary 
Training  School  Committee.  The  premises  have  been  redecorated  and  fitted 
out  with  furniture  and  equipment,  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  of  £500  from  the 
Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals  Trust.  The  School  is  under  the  control  of  a  Joint 
Committee  of  Windsor,  Maidenhead  and  Newbury  Hospitals.  It  has  its  own 
staff,  but  by  arrangement  both  staff  and  students  are  fed  by  Windsor  Hospital. 
The  Chairman  is  Mr.  Frank  Lawrence,  who  is  Chairman  of  Windsor  Hospital’s 
Nursing  Committee  ;  Mr.  T.  H.  Fraser,  of  Maidenhead,  is  Vice-Chairman  and 
Mrs.  R.  Godfrey,  also  of  Maidenhead,  is  Treasurer.  The  Secretary  of  Windsor 
Hospital  is  the  Honorary  Secretary.  Students  come  from  the  three  associated 
Hospitals  and  the  School  commenced  work  on  January  5th,  1947. 

The  decision  to  house  the  Night  Nurses  at  Castle  Hill  House  has  proved 
popular  with  the  Nurses.

6.  THE  DOMESTIC  WORK  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  decided  to  appoint  a  Domestic  Supervisor  who, 
under  the  control  of  the  Matron,  will  deal  with  the  appointment  of  domestic  staff, 
the  regulation  of  the  hours  of  work  and  the  allocation  of  various  duties.  She 
will  supervise  the  living  and  off-duty  quarters  and  the  general  welfare  of 
domestics  both  resident  and  non-resident. 

The  appointment  will  be  made  by  the  time  this  appears  in  print  ;  it  will 
relieve  the  Assistant  Matron  of  some  of  her  non-nursing  duties  and  is  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of 
Labour. 


7.  ADMINISTRATION  AND  MANAGEMENT. 

The  conclusion  of  the  year  1946  was  marked  by  the  resignation  on  grounds 
of  ill-health  of  Sir  William  Collins  from  the  post  of  Chairman  which  he  had 
held  to  the  great  benefit  of  the  Hospital  since  1938.  Many  and  varied  have  been 
the  claims  which  he  has  established  upon  our  gratitude,  not  only  by  the  munifi¬ 
cence  of  his  personal  donations  but  also  by  the  care  and  skill  which  he  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  organisation  and  business  methods  of  the  Hospital  administration. 
Coming  to  the  Hospital  at  a  time  when  its  fortunes  appeared  to  be  at  a  low  ebb, 
ue  speedily  restored  its  prosperity  and  set  it  in  the  way  of  achieving  that  uniform 
progress  and  expansion  which  has  been  the  hallmark  of  his  chairmanship. 
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Those  who  have  the  interests  of  the  Hospital  at  heart  will  be  glad  to  know  that 
Sir  William  has  consented  to  remain  a  Member  of  the  Board  and  will  hope  for 
a  long  continuance  of  so  happy  an  association. 

His  place  as  Chairman  has  been  taken  by  Sir  Owen  Morshead,  for  whom 
two  deputies  have  been  provided  in  view  of  the  increased  measure  of  outside 
work  which  falls  to  the  Chairman  in  the  present  phase  of  regionalisation  of 
health  services.  Sir  Richard  Howard-Vyse  has  been  elected  Deputy-Chairman 
and  Mr.  E.  H.  Savill  Vice-Chairman.  Mr  C.  Ford  has  undertaken  the  Chairman¬ 
ship  of  the  House  Committee  in  succession  to  Mr.  Savill,  whose  long  occupancy 
of  this  important  post  will  remain  memorable  on  account  of  his  special  quali¬ 
fications  and  single-minded  devotion  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  has  suffered  a  double  loss  in  the  resignations  of  Mr.  James  Railton 
and  Mrs.  Charles  Seymour,  two  of  its  most  valued  and  experienced  Members. 
Mr.  Railton  has  in  past  days  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Weekly  Board  and 
was  until  the  present  year  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital.  In  their  places 
we  have  been  happy  to  welcome  Mr.  F.  S.  Allwright  and  Mr.  H.  A.  Steel,  two 
of  the  best  friends  that  a  hospital  could  desire. 

The  Board  has  been  called  upon  to  give  a  great  amount  of  consideration  to 
the  effect  of  the  National  Health  Service  upon  the  Hospital  and  has  had  to  face 
other  problems  due  to  the  passing  of  the  Education  Act  and  the  creation  of  the 
new  Regional  Boards.  In  the  latter  connection  the  Chairman,  Sir  Owen 
Morshead,  has  received  the  support  of  the  British  Hospitals  Association  as  their 
nominee  to  the  North-West  Metropolitan  Regional  Board  in  which  region  this 
Hospital  will  be  under  the  Health  Service  Act.  Mr.  A.  Noel  Mobbs,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Memorial  Hospital,  Taplow,  has  also  been  nominated 
for  this  Region.  If  their  appointments  are  confirmed  the  representation  will  be 
satisfactory  to  the  group  of  Hospitals  in  the  South  Bucks  and  East  Berks  area. 

At  the  request  of  the  Secretary  it  was  decided  to  appoint  a  pupil  adminis¬ 
trator  in  order  to  give  an  opportunity  for  an  ex-service  man  to  have  a  complete 
training  in  hospital  administration.  The  man  appointed  will  serve  the  hospital 
for  two  years  and  will  sit  for  the  examination  of  the  Institute  of  Hospital  Adminis¬ 
trators.  This  scheme  is  in'  line  with  what  is  being  done  in  London  and  other 
centres,  and,  it  is  hoped,  will  improve  the  standard  of  recruits  to  the  pfroession 
of  hospital  administratoin  which  is  destined  to  be  of  importance  in  the  future. 

8.  ENGINEERING  AND  MAINTENANCE. 

During  the  year  a  large  amount  of  deferred  maintenance  has  had  to  be 
undertaken.  The  private  wards  have  been  redecorated  and  improved.  The 
outside  painting  of  the  Hospital  has  been  started  and  will  be  finished  in  the  Spring 
of  1948  ;  it  has  had  to  be  done  in  two  parts  because  of  licence  restrictions  on 
materials.  It  is  hoped  to  relay  the  Out-Patient  Department  flooring  during  the 
year  1948.  As  a  result  of  the  decisions  to  provide  mechanical  bed  pan  washers 
in  all  wards  and  crockery  sterilizers  wherever  necessary,  there  will  be  an 
additional  load  upon  the  steam  generating  plant  and  pipe  lines.  The  Engineers 
have  been  requested  to  advise  on  the  additions  necessary. 

It  has  also  been  decided  to  convert  our  boilers  to  oil  fuel  burning  as  soon  as 
permission  can  be  obtained  and  to  make  a  complete  revision  of  the  fire  prevention 
apparatus.  These  two  items  will  be  costly  but  it  is  considered  inevitable  that 
they  should  be  done  as  soon  as  posssible. 

9.  ADDITIONS  TO  PROPERTY. 

In  addition  to  the  renting  of  Castle  Hill  House,  already  recorded,  we  have 
opened  a  temporary  addition  to  the  Physio -Therapy  Department  and  a  new 
Linen  Store  room  and  Sewing  room  ;  two  army  huts  are  being  used  for  these 
purposes  and  they  have  been  fitted  with  heating  and  hot  and  cold  water  services. 
Both  these  additions  have  proved  of  great  value.  The  work  in  the  old  Physio- 
Therapy  Department  was  hampered  by  lack  of  space  and  the  new  Linen  and 
Sewing-rooom  has  released  valuable  space  in  the  hospital  for  other  purposes. 

The  Board  is  at  present  considering  the  erection  of  a  new  building  to  provide 
accommodation  for  a  central  collection,  distribution  and  checking  of  laundry.

The  Architects  have  also  been  asked  to  prepare  plans  for  a  Resuscitation  Room 
in  the  new  Casualty  Department. 

The  new  Casualty  Department  is  working  satisfactorily.  Since  last  year  a 
new  entrance  roadway  has  been  constructed  which  gives  direct  access  to  the 
department  with  its  examination  rooms  and  operating  theatre. 

10.  FINANCE. 


The  fears  expressed  a  year  ago  have  materialised  and  despite  the  utmost 
vigilance  the  financial  position  has  worsened. 

The  following  table  summarises  the  position  as  between  the  years  1945  and 
1946  and  it  will  be  seen  that  expenditure  has  outstripped  income  during  the 
past  year  by  no  less  than  £20,544  7s.  Od.

On  the  Income  side  the  reduction  in  amount  of  E.M.S.  grants  has  continued 
and  the  closing  of  certain  of  the  Private  Wards  has  affected  the  receipts  from 
this  source  ;  as  to  Expenditure,  the  sub -heading  of  Provisions  is  the  only  one 
showing  a  reduction  on  the  previous  year.  Under  all  other  heads  there  are 
increases,  particularly  in  connection  with  Salaries  and  Wages.  In  this  connection 
it  is  fair  to  observe  that  the  Hospital  pays  the  agreed  National  Scales  and  Rates 
laid  down,  which  have  greatly  advanced  during  the  last  year  or  two. 

A  closing  down  of  the  Hospital  and  a  realisation  of  investments,  land, 
buildings  and  equipment  would  no  doubt  leave  a  surplus  of  a  substantial  amount, 
but  this  is  unthinkable.  Free  investments  are  now  being  sold  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health  is  guaranteeing  the  Bank  overdraft. 

The  earliest  date  that  this  Hospital  can  pass  to  the  State  is  1st  April,  1948 
and,  as  Voluntary  Hospitals  have  rendered  an  immeasurable  service  to  the 
community  down  the  ages,  so  must  they  continue  this  a  little  while  longer  to 
be  loyal  to  their  charge.  It  is  the  aim  of  all  connected  with  this  Hospital  to 
hand  over,  on  the  appointed  day,  an  efficiently  run  and  fully  equipped  Hospital 
against  which  no  criticism  can  be  levelled.

The  Hospital  is 
deeply  indebted  to  the  Committees  of  the  Schemes  and  to  the  loyal  band  of 
District  and  Works’  Secretaries  and  all  the  collectors  for  their  untiring  efforts. 
Their  devotion  to  the  work  is  an  example  of  how  voluntary  service  can  be  used 
in  a  way  beneficial  to  so  many  others. 
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13.  LINEN  GUILD. 

The  Board  is  again  grateful  to  Lady  Mary  Crichton  and  the  Ladies  of  the 
Linen  Guild  and  to  Mrs.  Mumford  and  the  Ladies  Sewing  party  for  the  work 
they  continue  to  do  for  the  Hospital. 

The  Linen  Guild  has  been  a  source  of  much  saving  in  expense  for  many  years 
but  is  now  handicapped  by  the  loss  of  subscribers  who  feel  that  there  is  no 
longer  need  for  their  continued  support.  This  is  not  so.  We  are  not  yet 
supported  by  the  State  and  the  present  condition  of  the  Hospital’s  finances  make 
the  need  for  the  continued  free  gifts  of  linen  more  essential  than  ever.  If  the 
Linen  Guild  is  not  given  funds  to  purchase  the  linen  it  has  to  be  bought  out  of  the 
funds  raised  from  other  voluntary  sources.  This,  when  combined  with  increased 
prices,  makes  the  burden  of  supplying  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  more  difficult 
than  ever.  May  we  appeal  for  more  support  to  the  Ladies  of  the  Linen  Guild, 
who  have  worked  hard  and  are  justly  proud  of  what  they  have  done. 

14.  SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

This  department  is  of  ever  growing  importance.  Gone  are  the  days  when 
we  could  leave  our  patients  to  the  mercy  of  outside  agencies  when  discharged. 
After-care  work  is  to-day  our  concern  and  the  Almoners  are  the  means  of 
marshalling  the  willing  help  of  the  Red  Cross,  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  the 
British  Legion,  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  the  S.A.A.F.A.  and  others.  We  are 
indebted  to  the  All  Good  Causes  Fund  for  the  many  ways  in  which  patients  have 
been  helped  when  they  have  been  in  financial  difficulty. 

15.  THE  NEW  HOSPITAL  SITE. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Slough  Hospital  Committee,  representatives  of  your 
Board  have  joined  in  discussions  regarding  the  site  for  the  proposed  new  hospital 
for  the  area  which  it  is  contemplated  will  provide  some  1,000  beds.  The 
Slough  Hospital  Committee  hold  certain  funds  and  a  small  site.  This  site  it  has 
been  agreed  is  not  large  enough  for  the  new  Hospital.  It  has  therefore  been 
agreed  to  sell  this  land  and  to  earmark  a  new  site  on  the  Wexham  side  of  Slough. 
This  decision  we  consider  to  be  a  wise  one  and  we  are  in  full  agreement  with  the 
steps  it  is  proposed  to  take.  The  new  hospital  may  not  be  available  for  years 
yet,  but  it  is  of  importance  that  any  preliminary  steps  taken  are  of  such  a  nature 
as  to  conform  to  good  hospital  planning  and  will  in  fact  provide  the  area  with  all 
that  it  so  badly  needs. 

16.  THANKS  TO  SUPPORTERS. 

We  are  grateful  to  all  who  have  loyally  responded  to  our  appeal  to  continue 
their  support.  We  hope  to  hand  over  to  the  State  a  well  administered  and 
equipped  hospital  and  for  this  we  must  thank  our  well  wishers  for  the  generosity 
which  will  enable  us  to  do  so. 

17.  THANKS  TO  THE  STAFF. 

The  Board  would  also  like  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff, 
The  Resident  House  Officers,  the  Matron  and  Nurses,  the  Domestics,  the  Engin¬ 
eering  and  Works  Staff,  Porters,  Gardeners,  and  to  their  tireless  Secretary  and 
the  various  branches  of  the  Administrative  Staff,  including  the  Caterer,  Cooks, 
Records,  Almoning  and  Clerical  Staff.
